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Having described the invention, the following is 
claimed: 

1. A method of disseminating information relating to 
litigation pending in a plurality of courts of law, said method 
comprising the steps of periodically reviewing records in a 
plurality of courts of law to obtain data relating to lawsuits 
filed in eact? of the plurality of courts of law, transmitting 
the data obtained from the records in each court of law of 
the plurality of\courts of law to a database, accessing the 



database with terminals which communicate with the 
database by a network, and transmitting at least a portion 
of the data from the\iatabase over the network to the 
terminals which accessxthe database. 



2. A method as s^fr^orth in claim 1 wherein said step 
of reviewing records in a plu\^ality of courts of law includes 
determining the identity of theN^plaintiff, the identity of the 
defendant, and the cause of action for each of the lawsuits 
filed in the plurality of courts of law, said step of 
transmitting data obtained from the records in each court of 
law of the plurality of courts of law includes transmitting 
data indicative of the identity of the plaintiff, the identity of 

the defendant and the cause of action for ^ach of the

58. A method/Ws set forth in claim 54 wherein said 
step of transmitting data includes viewing and manually 
copying records in court\pf the plurality of courts. 

59. A method as setVorth in claim 54 wherein said 
step of transmitting data incmdes transmitting data relating 
to both federal and state courts. 

6CL A method of disseminating information relating to 
litigation in a plurality of courts of law, said method 
comprising the steps of transmitting ciata relating to all 
criminal lawsuits filed within a period o^time in each of a 
plurality of courts of law to a database, said step of 
transmitting data includes transmitting datfc identifying all 
individuals charged with having committed a\crime and the 
crime with which the individual lis charged witn\ ha virig 
committed, accessing the database with terminate which 
communicate with the database by a network, ana 
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transisfiitting data from the database to the terminals 
identifying at least some of the individuals charged with 
having cornmitted a crime and the crime with which the 
identified inoJM/^uals were charged with having committed. 

61. A method as set forth in claim 60 wherein said 
step of transmitting data includes transmitting data 
indicative of the disposition of criminal lawsuits filed in each 
court of law of the plurality of courts of law to the database.
